FAULTY RUNNING. 
Caused by’ Dirt in © 
Carburettor: 


Faulty running of a car engine 
is often caused through a speck of 


dirt or drop of water getting into} 


the carburettor und obstructing 
one of.the jets. The filters in- 
cluded in the petro] system are 
supposed to prevent such an oceur- 
rence, but they are not always suc- 
eessful,. The exact effect upon the 
running of the engine: depends 
tipon the tigture of the stoppage 
and-the type of carburettor employ- 
ed, -, With a.single jet instrument 
the engine cannot run al all if the 
stoppage is complete. In the 
majority of cnses, however, at 
lenat two jets are utilised, a “main” 
and -a “slow-running.”

how to locate and. evercome such 
troubles. : : 
Locating Ignition TroublesJ 

_ If the engine fails to start, or 
suddenly stops, the first thing to 
be checked is the fuel supply. 
Assuming that that is all in order, 
the next thing we examine is tho 
ignition system. Remove cach 
plug in turn, elean tho terminals 
with a toothbrush dipped in petro], 
and adjust the gap between. the 
points to .026in. Examine cach 
plug to see that the insulation. is 
not cracked or broken, and that 
the current has no chance of being 
shortcircuited through the crank- 
ease. See that the electric wires 
connecting the distributor und 
plugs are in good order, and that 
nll connexigns are clean and tight. 
Then lay the plugs’ on the top of 
the eylinder block and‘turn the 
engine ‘over by hand. Watch tho 
plugs to ‘sce that a spark Is pro- 
duced In each. . If no apark is pro- 
duced, the fault will probably ip 
in the make-and-break apparatus.

Cohen was sentenced to 21 
months’ imprisonment for theft, 
described by the chairman as being 
of the meanest tyne.
